More Take-Home Pay 
Tax Reform Bill 
Promises Relief 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The 


take-hom* pay of America’s 70 


million individual taxpayers wiil 


take iour jump« upward by 1972 


undei tne latest version of the 


mammoth tax reform bill. 


The Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee, ending, two months ol hear­ 
ings and closed discussions, vot­ 
ed Friday to report the broade st 
tax code revision in the nation’s 
history. 


If its suggesiions for cuts up 
and down the entire spectrum of 
income tax rates get past the 
Senate, a conference committee 
with the* House and President 
Nixon, they will begin a series 
ot tax cuts that could be worth 
several hundred dollars a year 
to millions of taxpayers 


I he first w i l l come Jan. 1 
when, according to the Nixon 
adminisrration scenario, the in­ 
come tax surcharge will drop to 
5 per cent from its present 10 
per cent. The second will come 
next June 30, when the 5 per 
cent surtax will expire. 


The third will take place Jan. 
1 
1971, when the first stage of 
the tax rate cut in the bill is ef­ 
fective and the last one year lat­ 
er with a second reduction larg 
er than the first.

ommendations adopted , Secre­ 
tary David M. Kennedy compli- 
menied the committee “ on its 
major contribution to the case 
of tax returm.” 


In as final form the commit­ 
tee's measure would provide 19 
billion of individual tax relief 
compared with $9.3 billion in the 
hill the House passed in August, 
and would gain $6.5 billion from 
reforms compared to $6,8 billion 
lor the House version. 
Although the principle of tax 
relief is widely accepted, strong

Senate. Bui if the entire body 
accepts the committee plan, the 
provision- are virtually certain 
to be retained intact in the final 
bill sent to Nixon.

Quimby To Seek 
Majority Vote 
On School Bonds 


SACRAMENTO — Assemblyman John P. Quim 
b\, D 72nd Dist., will introduce legislation in Janu 
arv to permit a majority vote, rather than a two 
thirds vote, tor passage of school bonds where 
the funds will he used to replace unsafe school 
buildings. 
Qtmmb; has requested an opinion from the leg is­ 
let vc counsel’s office to determine whether a con 
stitutional amendment is necessary or whether a 
bill would be sufficient. Noting thai an amendment 
to the constitution may be required, he pointed 
out this would require approval of California vot­ 
ers at the 1970 general election. 


Quimby discussed the issue with the state de 
p.srtment of education’s office of school planning, 
which reported that 510 school districts in Califor­ 
nia are being re-surveyed to determine the num­ 
ber of buildings unsafe for use by students. 


“ The problem confronting many of our school 
districts,“ Quimby said, “ is that voters are turning 
down bond elections even though the 
fu n d s 
are 
to be used to replace the unsafe buildings.” 


Qtumby said many of the buddings were built 
prior to 1931 when the State Field Act was passed, 
setting 
rigid ' requirements 
for 
construction 
of 
school buildings to w ithstand earthquakes. 


“ An attorney general’s opinion has also made 


school board members liable for any injuries sus 


tained by students in the event of earthquake dam 


age.” Quimby said. 


School districts must conform to earthquake-proof 


standards by June 30, 1970, and “ in many cases 


districts will be financially unable to do so, which 


means that the legislature must in turn aid the-,e 


districts." said Quimby. 


The bill would limn -uch bond election- to fi­ 


nance only the replacement or renovation of build­ 


ings declared unsafe by the state. 


Quimby noted that there are state and federal 


court decisions pending on the constitutionality of 


he two-thirds voter requirement tor school bonds, 


but the issue is still undecided.

Quimby To Seek 
Majority Vote 
On School Bonds 


SACRAMENTO — Assemblyman John P. Quim 
by. D-72nd Dist., will introduce legislation in Janu 
arv to permit a majority vote, rather than a two- 
thirds vote, for passage of school bonds where 
the funds 
will be u«ed to replace unsafe school 
buildings. 
Quimb' ha^ requested an opinion from the leg s- 
lative counsel’? office to determine whether a con 
stitutional 
amendment is necessary or whether a 
bill would be sufficient. Noting that an amendment 
to the constitution may be required, he pointed 
out this would require 
approval of California vot­ 
ers at the 1970 general election. 
Quimbv discussed the issue with the state de­ 
partment of education’s office of school planning, 
which reported that 510 school districts in Califor­ 
nia are being re-survey t*d to determine the num­ 
ber of buildings unsafe for use by students. 
"The problem confronting many of our school 
districts,” Quimbv said, ” is that voters are turning 
down bond elections even though the funds are 
to be used to replace the unsafe buildings.” 
Quimby said many of the bu ldings were built 
prior to 1931 when the State Field Act was passed, 
setting 
rigid 
requirements 
for 
construction 
of 
school buildings to withstand earthquakes. 
"An attorney general’s opinion has also made 
school board members liable for any injuries sus- 


tained by students in the event of earthquake dam­ 


age.” Quimby said. 
School districts must conform to earthquake-proof 


standards by June 30, 1970, and “ in many cases 


districts will be financially unable to do so, which 


means that the legislature must in turn aid these 


districts.” said Quimby. 
The bill would limu such bond election- to fi 
nance only the replacement or renovation of build­ 


ings declared unsafe by the state. 
Quimby noted that there are state and federal 


court decisions pending on the constitutionality of 


he two-thirds voter requirement for school bonds, 


but the issue is stili undecided.
